even with the loweft works of fency. 

The hiftories of the heroic ages are better 
entitled to be confidered as romances : the ad- 
ventures of a Hercules, a Thefeus and a Ja- 
fon, afford. fome little entertainment to the 
reader, but it is a compliment to call them | 
the ^ixotes of antiquity. 

The writers of the lives of illuftrious per- 
fons, like the novelifts, generally make their 
own hero ; but not often with the fame atten- 
tion to nature : the lying legends of Pythago- 
ras, Abaris and ApoUonius would not pafs 
Upon the \(rorld in any fidion, that did not 
2tvowedly bid defiance to credibilityt 

The liberty fome writers take of embellilh- 
ing their hiftories with florid fpeeches and de- 
elamations, put into the mouths of people 
who, probably, -never uttered a finglc fen- 
tence as it is fet down in their parts, is a 
palpable intrufion on the province of the dra- 
inatift or novelift, who, building fables upon 
©Id foundations, with the help of a few hiftoric 
cbaradters and fafts, give an air of truth to 
fidba. Here I might inftance thofe amufing 
febrications in our own times, entitled Par- 
liamentary Debates, where truth and fhort- 

hand

In ihort, there have been, and ftill are, 
rt*iany niore nbvelifts in the world of letters, 
than have takeA credit to themfelves for it, or 
perhaps ever fulpefted they were entitled fxy 
to do. 

After all, it is only in the profeffcd d^part-^ 
ment of the novel that true and abfolute li- 
berty is enjoyed. If I was now writing the 
hiftory of Alexander the Great, who, as every 
body believes, died of a drunken fit, let me 
do- what I will with hinl in the career of his' 
viftories, drunk he muftbe at laft, and drunk 
he muft die: With the hero of rny novel it 
is otherwife : over him I have defpotic power j 
his fate and fortune, life or death, depend on' 
my will; and whether I fhall Crown him with 
length of days and profperity, or cut ihort his 
thread by an untimely ftroke, is a queftion 
within my own choice to determine; and 
though I muft account to nature and probabi- 
lity for the regularity of my proceedings, no 
appeal lies to truth and matter of faft againit 
my pofitive decifion in the cafe. I have thofe 
powers in my hand which the hiftorian, pro- 

B a perly 
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perl/ ib calleds bath not; 1 am not tied down 
to any mcidents and events which I cannot 
over-rulci I may deal punilhment to the evil, 
and reward to the good, which he whofe pea 
mud record the difpenfation^ of Providence 
rarely hath in his power to do : for the moral 
of my ftory, therefore, I am fairly rciponfible, 
and na lefs for the purity of the narrative ; for 
though the real fcenes of life can hardly fail to 
contaminate the page that records them^ the 
writer who invents impurities is without ex* 
cufe. 

I know that die privileges of the novdift are 
more than can well be defined, and his range 
wider than that portion of created nature which 
is known to us; yet I do not meditate to 
ftretch my rights fo far, nor (hall put my pri- 
vileges to their full exertion: it is not my 
umbition to run truth out of fight, of put 
credulity out of breath by following me; I 
do not propofe to make any demands upon 
my hero that he cannot reafonably fulfil, or 
prels him into ftreights fromisvhich virtue, by 
iqs native energy, cannot extricate herfclf with 
cafe > I ftiall require of Jiim no lacri|ices for 
the f^ke of public fame, no pedantic, pftenta- 
tious apathy, for I^s lot is humble/ and his

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feelings natural j I ihall let him fwim With the 
current, and not ftrive to tow him agait^ thfe 
ftream of probability. ^ 

I know that I could play my puppets after 
my own fancy, for the wires are in my hand; 
that I could make them declaim like heroes in 
a tragedy, or gabble like a gang of gypiies 
tinder a hedge j that I could weave my fable, 
as the Turks do carpets, without counterfeit- 
' ing the likenefs of any one thing in earth, fea, 
or air 5 produce beings out of nature, that no 
fober author ever dreamt of, and force be- 
ings into nature, thar no well-bred reader ev^r 
^ met with : but I have lived long enough to fee 
wonderful revolutions cfifeftcd by an intem- 
perate abufe of power; and fhaH be cautious 
how I rifque privileges fo prl^cious upoa expe- 
riments io trivial, 

I am not fure that I (hall make my leading 
charafters happy enough to fatisfy the fan- 
guine, ferious enough to fuit the fcntimcntal, 
or beautiful enough to warm the imagination 
of the animated reader, : Some may think I 
have not been fufficientiy liberal to them in 
point of fortune, others may wilh I had fe- 
vourcd them with a few more cafoalties and 
miladventures.

eq^atproprictyb^adbpted- by an author ih the- ' 
condu6tof a novel: botbpurfue the fenrte ob- 
jeft^, and both incur the fame rifijue of failing 
in-the purWit, which certainly requires a con- 
fider able ihare of management and iaddte& to- 
ftcceed' in. 

A ftory Wl infallibly difguft iPit- is told m 
vulgar and itt-chofen knguage; if interlarded' 
wkh afffefted' phrafes, or florid defcriptions^ 
that advance no mtereft' J if it i^ delivered in a 
pedantic laboufcd^ ftHe, unfiiitsdjle to charac- 
tcrsnn familiat' life j ifit fubffitutes duU jokes 
and ribaldry in the place of wit and pleaiantry ; 
if the teller either digreflcs too often from the 
main faligeft, or dwells 0[)0 long and cifctmriA 
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ftantially upon matters nqt fufficiently inftpor- 
tant or amufing ; in (hort, if it fails in any of 
thpfe r?quifitcs that fliould keep .the attention 
wakeful and alert, it is a bad ftory, and the 
teller has wilfully brought hinnfelf into dif- 
gracc with his hearers by dieting them of 
their expectations and abufing their . indul- 
gence. 

So is it with the novel-writer; thei&me 
faults will be punifhed widi the fame con*- 
tempt. 

Be the maimer ever fo intcrefting, which &lls 
to the talk of any one man to relate in public 
company, he will naturally be aihamed of 
Iceeping their attention too long upon the 
ftretch J and if he cannot prevail upon other 
tongues to move, yet in good manners and 
common delicacy, he will contrive to make 
fome breaks and paufes in his narrative, which 
may give relief to the ear, and fome degree of 
telaxation to the mind. This fcems generally 
underftood by the novel-writer, who, by the 
diltribution of his matter into books and chap* 
ters, tenders to the reader in his fevcral ftagcs 
fo many inns or baiting-places by the way, 
where he hangs out a fign that there is jrdfl 
at leafc to be had for the^ weary travelJen 

7 An 
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An eminent author, whofe talent for novel- 
writing was unequalled, and whofe authority 
ought greatly to weigh with all, who fucceed 
him in the fame line, furniflied his ' baiting- 
places with fuch ingenious hofpitality, as not 
only to fupply his guefts with the necefTary 
remiflions from fatigue, but alfo to recruit 
them with viands of a very nutritive as well as 
palatable qudity. According to this figure of 
fpeecli, (which cannot be miftaken, as alluding 
to Iiis prefatory chapters) he was not only a 
pleafant facetious companion by the way, but 
aded the part of an admirable hoft at every 
one of the inns. Alas ! it was famous tra- 
velling in his days : I remember him full well, 
and defpair of ever meeting his like again, 
upon that road at leaft. 

Others there have been, and one there was 
of the (ame day, who was a well-meaning civil

This is mercy to tlie age at large, though any 
one of us, upon whom it falls, is apt to call ic 
cruelty, when we are fent to the trunk-maker 
and the paflry-cook to drive the beft bargain 
we can for our property, before it is turned over 
to the worms, who then only take us into 
reading when nobody elfe will : but fuch is 
our obftinacy notwithftanding, that it feems as 
if we ipitefuUy wrote the more in contradic- 
tion to our real friends, who fairly tell us we 
cannot write at all. 

However, at the very worft, we can always 
draw this confolatioh from our faults, thait our 
kind correftors*have had infinite pleafure in 
finding them out ; for furely if the difcovery 
gave pain, no man would voluntary engage in 
the fearch. 

There is alfo another cheering reflexion 
we have to feed upon, which is, that thofe 
authors, who fliall follow us in poirt of time> 
will fall fhort of us in point of men:. Homor 
himfelf tells us this, who, as an Epic poet, was 
furely interefted to hold up his heroes as high 
as he could, and yet is compelled to confdft 
F 2 ^^v 
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that the pelting they bellowed upon each 
other was but children's play compared to 
what their fathers could do at that fport. Now 
it is clear, that from Homer's day to the pre- 
fent hour there has been a gradual falling off 
in the human powers, mental and bodily; from 
which I infer that the novel laft written may 
always be prefumcd the worft that ever was 
written; and therefore that it behoves every 
writer, and myfelf amongft the reft, to write 
as faft as ever we can, for the longer we are 
about it the worfe it will be. And this re- 
minds me that I ought to bring this chapter to 
a conclufion, and attend to the hiftory, which, 
in the mean tinne, has been ftanding ftill, and 
cannot profit by a pauf<?.

"n OBERT Blachford, Efquirc, who has al-

Before we prefent our hero at the tribunal 
of thisi worftiipful diftributor of juftice,

a-ious, and to perfift was to expofe himfelf to 
public difgrace.

It now reqfiains 
fhat I fay fomctbing to you upon the ftrong 
evidence of the circumftanccs, in which you 
was apprehended, and of the heinous nature of 
the aft, of which you ftand charg'd; and this I 
ihall do the rather, becaufe there feems^ Jiar>^ 
den'd infcnfibility and impenitence about you, 
which arc Ihocking to ali here prcfent.

Alexandria, and where not. Zooks and blood ! 
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if you was as bold as Prcftcr John> being a 
Frank as you arc, they would fet you on the 
tick of a fcunry m6, and buffet you throu^ 
the ftreets for their fport. No, no, friend 
Daw, be advis'd by a^ brother furgeon, and 
ftick to Old England while you cai>; here 
you may fing pfalms, and preach fermons, 
and fcare old -women into fits, by prophefying

Ezekiel Daw, m his early years, had been

creature compounded of moft benevolent and 
excellent qualities, with a ftrong tindure of 
enthufiafm over all; in the mean while it muft 
be owjied that Ezekiel had no objedion to a 
little amicable controverfy; and there is rea- 
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fon to believe, that if he had any leaning to one 
Tide more than the other in the handling of a 
queftion, it was to that fide where his own

It was therefore no fmall proof of his con- 
troul over himfelf, that though he was thus 
cut fliort in his pious melody by the North 
Briton, yet he was content to pafs it off with 
a fimple remark to his vifitor, that he was

** Vent not thy jcfts at pfalcnody and prayer/' 
replied Ezekiel, exalting his voice, and rifii^ 
from his reat> as wa$ his manner when in ear- 
ned difcourfe : " Haft not thou read how Saul 
was delivered from the evil fpirh by the harp- 
ing of David ? Nay, is it not affirmed,, iix

A N author will naturally caft his compo^ 
"* ^ fition in that kind of fr^le and charafter, 
where he thinks himfelf moft likely to fucceed; 
and in this he will be diredled by confidering,. 
in the firft plaee, what is the natural turn of his 
own mind, where his ftrength lies, and to 
what his talents point j and fecondly, by the 
pubKc tafte, which, however much it is his in- 
tercft to confult, fhould not be fuffered to be- 
tray him into undertakings he is not fitted' 
fiw. 

Novels,, like dramas, may certainly be com^ 
pofed either in the tragic or comic caft, ac- 
cording to the writer's choice and fancy; 
Tales of fiftion, with mournful cataftrophes,, 
have been wrought up with very confiderable 
cfFcft; I could name fome of the pathetic 
fort, which are uncommonly beautiful and 
K 5 4^.^^^ 
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deeply iwterefting j their fuccefs might well en- 
courage any author, who has powers and pro- ' 
penfities fuitable, to copy the attempt ; on the 
other hand, examples mufter ftrongeft for the 
ftory with a happy ending : middle meafures 
have alfo been ftruck upon by fome, and 
novels of the tragi-comic charafter aptly and 
ingenioufly devifed, which, after agitating the 
paflibns of terror and pity, allay them with the 
unexpefted relief of happinefs and good for- 
tune in the concluding fcenes. 

By all or any of thefe channels, the author 
may fliape his courfe to fame, if he has (kill 
to fhun the Ihoals of infipidity on the one 
hand, and the rocks of improbability on the 
others in one word, if he will keep the happy 
mean of nature. Exquifitely fine are thofe 
fenfations, which the well- wrought tale of pity 
excites ; but double care is required to guide 
them to the right point, becaufe they are fo 
penetrating : whoever ftirs thofe paflions in a 
guilty caufe may do infinite mifchief, for they 
fink into young and tender hearts, and where 
they fink, they leave a deep and permanent im- 
prefllon \ they are curious infl:ruments in the 
hand of the artift, but niurderous weapons in 
the poffeflion of the aflfaGin. 

J Cheerful 
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Cheerful fiftions, with happy endings/ are 
written with more cafe, and have lefs rifk as 
to the moral; they play about the fancy in a 
more harmlefs manner ; the author is feldom 
ib carelefs of his charafters as not to deal out 
what is termed poetical jufticc anwngft them, 
rewarding the good, and punilhing the un- 
worthy ; pride and oppreffion are rarely made 
to triumph ultimately s engaging libertinifm 
feldom fails to reform j and true love, after all 
Its trials, is finally crowned with pofleffion. 

The mixt or compofite fort, which ftcer 
between grave and gay, yet arc tinftured with 
each, deal out terror and fufpenie in their pro-- 
grefs, artfully interwoven into the fubftancc of 
the fable, for the purpofe of introducing fomc 
new and unforefeen reverie of fortune at the 
ftory's clofe, which is to put the tortured 
mind at reft. This demands a condu<ft of 
fomeflcill; for if the writer's zeal for the intro- 
duftion of new and ftriking incident^ wherein 
confifts the merit of this fpecies of compofi- 
tion, be not tempered by a due attention to 
nature, charafter and probability^ the whole 
web is broken, and the work falls to the 
ground: in good hands it becomes a very 
pleafing produflion> for the curiofity is kepn 
K 6 alive 
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alive through the whole progrefa of the nar- 
rative, and the mind that has been fufpendsd 
between hope and fear> at lad fubfide^ in 
perfeft iatisfadion with the juft and equitable 
event of thmgs, 

A novel may be ctfrtied on in a ferics of 
letters or in regular de^l^ both methods have 
their partilans, and in numbers they fecm pretty 
equally divided ; whkrh o(thci two is the more 
popular, I caitnot take upon myfelf to fky ; 
but! fhould guefe that letters give the writer 
moft amufement and relief, not only from their 
greater diverfity of ftyle, but from the reipite 
which their intprmiflions afford hina. Thefc 
advantages however have a countcrpoife, for 
his courfe becomes niore circuitous andfubjed: 
to embarraffmcnt,than when he takes the nar- 
rative wholly into his own bands; without 
great man^ement and addrefs in keeping his 
dates ppogreffive, and diftmftly methodized^ 
his reader is expofed to be called back and 
puzzled i and as the characters who conduct 
the correfpondence muft be kept afunder, the 
fccne is oftentimes diftrafted, where we wifli it 
to be entire, or elfe the intercourfe of letters is 
made glaringly unnatural and pedantic by 
xompreiling the diftaiices from which they are 

dated. 
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dated, and putting two people to the ridicu- 
lous neccflity of writing long narratives to each 
other, when converfation was within their 
reach. 

For myfelf, having now made c<perimftat 
of both methods, I can onjy fay, that were I 
to confult my own amufement folely, I fhould 
prefer the vehicle of. letters: this however 
muft be acknowledged, iJiat all converfations,, 
where the fpeakers are brought upon the 
ibene, are far more natural when delivered at 
firft hand, than when retailed by a correlpon** 
deat} for we know that fuch fort of narratives 
do not commonly pafs by die poft, and the 
letter, both in ftyle and fubftance, api^ars ex* 
ttennely ftiff, tedious, and pedantic. Upon 
the whole, I fhould conje6hir^ that the writer 
is beft accomniodated by the^me, a(nd ijte 
reader moft gratified by the odier: I hope I 
am right in my coigefture as to th^ reader'* 
preference of the method I am now purfiiingi 
tMc I have chofen ill for myfelfj and gained ik> 
credit by the fecrifice^

nounced. Ezekiel's lips qtiiv^red with rage,;
